Inside 
the walls of the chambers and Dalis 1 
were hung with magnificent tapestry 
embroidered In gold, anil the ceilings 
were draped with white silk.

BROWNING'S “SORDELLO.” 

The Critics Had Lots of Fun With the 
Famous Poem. 

XVhcn Kohert Browning was twen¬ 
ty-eight years old and after he had 
written “Daraoelsus and his tragedy 
of “Stratford,” lie wrote “Sordello,” 
about which there lias always been 
sm lt a variety of opinion. Dante in 
his “Purgatory” wrote of Snrdello, 
who was a poet of Provence. 

“XX'lien “Sordello" appeared it made 
n sensation. Punch said it had of¬ 
fered £100 to any person who would 
reasonably explain one single line and 
that after a year no one had claimed 
tDis reward. Burlesques were writ¬ 
ten on it. and in one of these it was 
claimed that the funniest lines were 
some of the exact original ones. 

A story is told of witty Douglas Jer- 
rold. who met a friend one day and 
asked, "Have you read ‘Sordello?’ 
Does it mean anything?” 

The friend replied that it meant 
nothing whatever. "Thank heaven!' 
said Jerrold. “Then I ant not mad! I 
read it yesterday and feared I had 
lost my wits, it is only Browning 
who lias lost Dls.” 

Another story was that criminals nt 
Newgate prison who were condemned 
to death were offered full pardon if 
they would listen to the reading of 
“Sordello,” hut in every instance they 
hastened with glee to the gallows. 
Browning once said that lie blamed 
nobody hut himself for tlie work and 
that it had many faults of expression; 
that lie meant to lay stress on inci¬ 
dents in tDo development of a soul 
and that little else is worth study. 

• This estimate of his work was given 
twenty-five years after it was written, 

, when he had revised it and dedicated 
, it to a friend. He rewrote very little 
of it. and liis followers have u belief 
that lie considered “Sordello” his best 
1 literary work. It certainly lias many 
beautiful lines, and in i«articular there 
1 is a word picture as striking as any¬ 
thing iu our language:

THE BURYING BEETLE. 

Dead Mice and Birds Secreted as Food 
For Its Young. 

People often wonder wliat becomes 
of the dead mice and dead birds, for, 
though birds and mice are constantly 
dying in large numbers, hardly one is 
ever to be seen. The fact is that they 
are buried by beetles. Buchner gives 
a brief account of them as follows: 

“Several of them unite together to 
bury under tlie ground, ns food aud 
shelter fur tlieir young, some dead ani¬ 
mal, such as a mouse, a toad, a mole, 
a bird, etc. The burial is performed 
because tlie corpse, if left above 
ground, would either dry up or grow 
rotten or he eateu by other animals. 
Iu all these cases the young would 
perish, whereas tlie dead body lying in 
the earth and withdrawn from the 
outer air lasts very well. 

“The burying beetles go to work in 
a very well considered fashion, for 
they scrape away the earth lying un¬ 
der tlie body so that it sinks of Itself 
deeper and deeper. XXTien it is deep 
cnougli it is covered over from above. 
If the situation is stony, the beetles, 
with united forces and great efforts, 
drag tlie corpse to some place more 
suitable for burying. They work so 
diligently that a mouse, for instance, 
is buried within three hours. But they 
often work on for days, so as to bury 
tlie body as deeply as possible. From 
large carcasses, such ns those of horses, 
sheep, etc., they only bury pieces ns 
large as they can manage.” 

There can be no doubt of the intelli- 
’ gence of these strange insects, as a

THE MYSTERY OF MARS.

but Unsolved Problem, Is There 
Animal Life on the Planet? 

With a planet so old as Mars nnd so 
fur along In the process of life ex¬ 
tinction the conditions of life would bo 
severe, and only a highly intellectual 
nnd scientifically developed race could 
endure and master them. The engi¬ 
neering skill and constructive capacity 
to control the annual floods from the 
poles, store the waters and build the 
thousands of miles of huge canals 
would require scientific knowledge be¬ 
yond that possessed l*y us at the pres¬ 
ent time and financial resources in ex- 
nf those we have yet accumulat¬ 
ed. The nation that finds the digging 
f a little ditch at Panama so great a 
task would be helpless in the face of 
such a problem as these thousands of 
miles of Martian canals, if. indeed, ca¬ 
nals they be. Yet. in view of the 
greater life age of Mars, such higher 
Intelligence would be natural in the 
regular process of development, as¬ 
suming that it has ever been the abode 
of intellectual life. 

Scientists are ill the main in a re¬ 
ceptive state on this subject. 1 ln*j 
ure not ready to admit that the exist¬ 
ence of life on that planet has been 
proved. They do not deny It. hut call 
for greater proof than a plausible the¬ 
ory. Among others than scientists 
there is in the main a disposition not 
to accept the Martian human life 
theory or the theory of life on nuy of 
the thousands of spheres that wheel 
and glisten in illimitable space. They 
seem to think that such a theory con¬ 
flicts with religion and dwarfs man 
and his importance in the scheme of 
creation. 

This seems to be a very narrow view 
to take, since It appears to set bounds 
upon the infinite power and creative 
desires of the Almighty, whose great 
scheme of mortal and immortal life is 
not necessarily confined to a single 
planet or the few billions of human 
beings who are lM>rn and die upon it. 
As to dwarfing the importance of man, 
few billions more added to the bil¬ 
lions on earth would make little differ¬ 
ence. Man is nt best a small and in¬ 
significant creature, but if all embrac¬ 
ing wisdom, power and love takes so¬ 
licitous note of him it would be limit¬ 
ing those infinite qualties to say that 
one planet must be Ills abiding place. 
Therefore the question of human in¬ 
telligence ou Mars or any other planet 
of the solar system or the other great 
systems in remote space should be 
purely and simply a scientific one, to 
be accepted as true ouly when proved, 
but not to Ik? rejected through senti¬ 
ment or f<>r any other reason whatever 
except lack of proof.—St. Ixiuls Star.

One of the handiest things about a farm 
is a canvas large enough to cover a load 
or stack of hay. Those whos till stack all 
hay outside need one most. But there 
are many other uses for one, such as cov¬ 
ering loads of grain that can not he un¬ 
loaded before a shower. 

A fowl house should not he a foul house. 
Wake up and clean up. Lice and disease 
germs thrive in tilth. When cleaning up 
look in ilie cracks and crevices about tin- 
walls ami roosts for mites. These pests 
do not stay on the birds except w lien hunt¬ 
ing for blood. 

It is not too late to sow for the lirst 
planting, cucumbers, pumpkins, squash, 
inuskmelon and watermelon. Nor t>> sow 
late cabbage and cauliflower: nor to s t -t 
out tomato, eggplant and pepper plants. 
Evergreen corn planted early this month 
will coine in for use iu September, and 
thht planted toward the end of the month 
should be ready by < Ictober.

Potatoes need a lot of cultivating now, 
and until Dually banked up they must he 
kept hoed frequently. The potato bug is 
never so destructive in plots well culti¬ 
vated, though of course spraying should 

cH*seases.' ° VsThe'Va'rly rows are lifted, 
late cabbage and colevvorts may he planted 
or in localities favorable for their grow th 
Savoy cabbages and the various kales for 
winter use. 

Once or twice this month all the fruit 
trees and berry bushes should be sprayed 
with the Bordeaux-arsenalc compound, 
but never while the trees are in bloom. 
It is a good plan to go over the squash 
and pumpkin vines, and cut out all long, 
rank runners and all poor sickly looking 
fruit. This will add strength to the re¬ 
mainder, producing larger specimens. 
Try planting the Hubbard squash the mid¬ 
dle of this month, choosing a spot where 
no similar crop has recently been grown 

and you are very apt to escape the black 

squash hugs.

QUICK WIT OF PAT CLOHESY. 

The Trick by Which the Old Time 
Mining Man cf Colorado Saved Him¬ 
self and Sacrificed His Fellow Trav¬ 
elers and the Story Sequel. 

“When the passengers Iti the oiil 
coaching days found themselves in tlie 
clutches of the Toad agents’ they in¬ 
stinctively hurried, during the short 
time that driver and guard were be¬ 
ing put In a proper state of helpless¬ 
ness, to secret money and valuables iti 
the first safe place that suggested it¬ 
self,” said a veteran Colorado mining 
man.

SOUTH WEYHOUTH. 


What May Be Done With a Plot Twen¬ 
ty by Fifty Feet. 

A space 20 by .70 feet may under In¬ 
tensive culture be made to yield fresh 
vegetables fur a small family through 
half the year. With 40 by f>o feet or 
50 by 100 there can be a garden spell¬ 
ing riotous plenty. 

Have the spading done as early as 
possible, use thoroughly rotted ma¬ 
nure and supplement it with some 
good commercial fertilizer, either 
broadcasted and raked in or put in 
hills or drills. 

It is a waste of seed, strength and 
time to plant a garden in poor soil. 
The seed will come up, the spindling 
plants will be harder to work than if 
they were luxuriant, and the resultant 
crop will be mostly conspicuous by its 
absence. So, if it lie impossible to do 
more, make small rich beds, four feet 
wide and as long ns the manure holds 
out, and sow them crosswise with 
such tilings as radishes, lettuce, cress, 
parsley, beets and onions. Make tlie 
rows a foot to eighteen inches apart 
or sow the radishes broadcast. Let¬ 
tuce also yields more for broadcast 
sowing, mil out the thriftiest as soon 
as edible and leave the rest to grow. 
Radish tops make excellent greens, 
something better flavored than mus¬ 
tard. By so'ving thickly you can have 
dishes of greens. 

guv the garden Is 40 by ot.* feet, this 
Is something what the planting of It 
should be; Dwarf early peas, medium 
parly and late pens, beets, early and 
later; beans in succession, including 
bush limns; carrots, radishes, toma¬ 
toes, cucumbers, peppers. Do not ad¬ 
venture upon corn unless it bo sweet 
corn planted on the pea space as a sec¬ 
ond crop, to come in just Iiefore frost. 
Make an asparagus bed all across one 
end of tlie plot, setting two-year-old 
roots and fertilizing the bed heavily in 
early summer just after cutting ceases. 

I*eas are so hardy they may be 
planted before snow is past, provided, 
of course, the ground is right when 
they go in. Make it fine and light, 
cover the seed at least three inches 
deep, then tramp the earth over them, 
setting the feet so one track touches 
tlie other. A quart of seed will sow 
a hundred feet of drill tlie proper 
thickness. An ounce of beet seed will 
sow the same row length.—Circle Mag¬ 
azine. __

It is only in 
rare instances that such stock i> ii"t w orth 
just a little more to the giv-v.. r I ban In 
any one else unless the sale is deemed 
necessary to prevent inbreeding 

Life on the average farm would lie a 
good deal lighter for those engaged in 
household and held work if a reallv seii- 
ous attempt were made to limit the work¬ 
ing day to ten hours. In rush seasons, 
with help scarce, it is well nigh impossi¬ 
ble to do this, but w henever it can be 
done it should be. Folks who work hard 
ten hours aday get old and rich fast enough 
without stretching the treadmill opera¬ 
tions to liflecn or sixteen hours. 

As soon as the rows can be followed 
the cultivator should be started. If any 
deep cultivation is to be given ii should 
• be the lirst two times over, before the 
soil is tilled with corn roots. After tin- 
corn is six or eight inches high some 
form of surface cultivator that will not 
disturb the soil to a depth of more than 
two or three inches should t <• used. In 
r the western part of the corn belt, w here 

the fields are large, the two row .cultiva¬ 
tor is becoming popular.

The chameleon Is not allied closely 
to any other animat, it stands as a 
1 cenus by itself. The nervous centers 
tn one lateral half operate independ¬ 
ently of those In the other. This 
seems outrageous, and it is, but it is 
true. The chameleon has two lateral 
centers of perception—of sensation aud 
of motion. There exists also n third 
center—that common one in which 
abides the power of concentration by 
means of which the two sides of the 
creature may be forced to work in 
harmony with each other. But this 
center of concentration does not al¬ 
ways dominate the situation. Not¬ 
withstanding the Strictly symmetrical 
structure of the animal's two halves, 
the eyes move quite independently, 
and they convey distinct and separate 
Impressions to their respective centers 
of perception. As of the eyes, so of 
the other members—each reports to 
and is controlled by Its own center. 

The result is thnt when the faculty 
of concentration becomes disturbed 
everything is jumbled. Let the chame¬ 
leon be much agitated and its move¬ 
ments grow erratic.

FLINT AND TINDER. 

Making Fir* In th* Day* Befor* W* 
Had Match**. 

A friend of mine of Just my age used 
to laugh about his own boyhood and 
tell the story of his mother shaking 
him In bed and bidding lilm put on Ids 
boots when he dressed and his over¬ 
coat and wade through the snow to 
the next neighbor's to get a pan of hot 
coals with which to make the fire. I 
Buppose Joe's mother had lost her » 
flint XVc kept our flint and what was - 
called "tlie steel” In a round tin box ( 
such as would hold a quart of straw¬ 
berries now, and It was on the man¬ 
telpiece In the kitchen. It was half 
full of tinder. Half the boys and girls 
of today do not know what tinder Is 
or was. 

Now, whoever was In the kitchen In 
the morning and found that the last 
hot coal of the wood fire had gone out 
took down the tinder box and struck 
the steel with the flint smartly and of¬ 
ten until a redliot spark fell on the 
tinder; then very carefully she blew 
with her breath on any flakes of the 
tinder which had lighted until she had 
quite a little cove of lighted tinder. 
Then she took whut we called a brim¬ 
stone match and put that very care¬ 
fully In the little hot hole. If all 
things worked well, tho brimstone 
lighted and the wood of the match 
lighted, and she lighted the candle, 
which made a part of the tinder box. 

Oh, dear! There were thousands of 
tinder boxes in little Boston the day I 
was born, und a few years ago I tried 
to buy one as a curiosity, and I could 
not find one In nny of tlie junkshops. 

In those days old women would stop 
nt the door und ask you to buy some 
bundles of matches. They had made 
these themselves of pine wood four 
Inches long, which they had dipped In 
hot brimstone at both ends. And those 
were the only matches thnt anybody 
ever heard of.—XVoman’s Home Com¬ 
panion.

Eagles. Vultures and Similar Bird* 
Arc In This Class. 

It Is a fact that those ingenious and 
daring minds that devote themselves 
to the solution of the problem of avia¬ 
tion have given no small part of their 
preliminary study to considering the 
manner of flight of birds. 

A strange result of ibis investigation 
Is the conclusion, now generally in¬ 
dorsed, that, as a whole, the bird world 
Is not to be regarded as perfect In Its 
attainment of flight. l or instance. It 
is contended by the best authorities 
that all birds obliged continually to 
flap their wings—and in this category 
may be mentioned sparrows, finches, 
thrushes, crows, etc.—are still iu au 
imperfect stage of advancement. 

In the next class, as being a degree 
advanced, are put such birds as pi¬ 
geons, swallows, etc., which are able 
to dart ahead for a space after they 
have gained a good start by the vigor¬ 
ous flapping of tlieir pinions. 

In the third class the birds that may 
be said to be jn-rfect fliers are the 
eagles, vultures, albatrosses and sim¬ 
ilar big birds possessing the ability to 
rise and fall and sway and soar In the 
air indefinitely without a perceptible 
movement of tlieir wings. It is, of 
course, known to every person of an j 
observant turn that these big fowl are 
able to soar into the air gradually un¬ 
til at last they disappear from the 
eye of the watcher, it being almost 
Impossible to detect any movement be¬ 
yond a slight occasional motion of the 
tail.—New York Tribune.

It more probably came into 
use simply through the similarity of 
sound; there - being no similarity of 
meaning wliatcx'er between the noun 
umbles or numbles and the adjective 
humble.

Conscientious Bill. 

“Bill had charge <>f the animal tent.”

Relative Hardness of Precious Stones. 
Tlie relative hardness of various 
stones is easily determined by testing 
tlie power of one stone to make 
scratches on another. If a diamond is 
rubbed with one of the points of a 
topaz, tlie topaz point is blunted and 
tlie mark which xvII1 be seen on tlie 
face of tlie diamond is only the dust 
of the topaz, which can be brushed off 
with tlie linger. But if the topaz is 
rubbed against the diamond tlie lat¬ 
ter is unaltered and the surface of tlie 
former is marked with a scratch 
which can be removed only by fur¬ 
ther polishing down. It is on the basis 
of this process of comparison that a 
scale of comparative hardness has 
been formed represented by ten sub¬ 
stances. of which diamond is the high¬ 
est and graphite the lowest in tlie 
scale. It ts a curious fact that these 
two extremes <>f the scale, tlie brilliant 
and bard diamond and soft black 
graphite, are both chemically the same 
substance— pure carbon.—Jewelers’ Cir¬ 
cular. 

Good Reason. 

It was a kindly custom in a certain 
village for the wealthier inhabitants to 
make good the loss which a poorer vil¬ 
lager might sustain through tlie death 
of a pig.

PATTI’S EARNINGS. 

Th* Shrewd Financial Methods of the 
Musical Miracle. 

Adelina Patti never suffered from 
the financial timidity of a Jenny Lind. 
Not only was she a supreme vocalist; 
but, as Colonel Mapleson remarked, 
“no one ever approached her in the art 
of obtaining from a manager the 
greatest fiossible sum he could by any 
possibility contrive to pay.” But the 
musical miracle was the spoiled dar¬ 
ling of her day, and sin* never failed 
to obtain exactly what sin* wanted. 
She was first engaged In London In 
18C1 by Mapleson to sing four nights 
“on approval” and In case of success 
to obtain £40 a week. This contract 
was not fulfilled, however, for. being 
hard pressed financially, she had bor¬ 
rowed £50 from a rival manager, and 
her receipt proved practically a con¬ 
tract. This was the beginning of a 
career so dazzling that its successive 
steps are simply a series of increasing 
banknotes. In 1S7U she obtained in 
London 200 guineas a night, since site 
Insisted on huvlng more than Christine 
Nilsson, who was receiving £200. Site 
sang twice a week. Ten years later 
she was given $5,000 n night! Her fa¬ 
mous contract to sing in America pro¬ 
vided that the money should lie paid 
her at 2 o’clock on the day she sang;

TRAPPING RABBITS. 

The Australian Method of Dealing With 
the Pests. 

Rabbits are the greatest pest the 
Australian pnstorallst has to contend 
against. If these rodents are at ull 
numerous on a station property, they 
do enormous damage to the grass, nut 
the pest is kept down to the lowest 
possible limit in every district of the 
commonwealth at great cost. 

The most effective method of deal¬ 
ing with them is hereunder explained. 

la summer when any wuter thut 
might have been lying about has been 
dried up by evaporation and the grass 
has become dry rabbits swarm toward 
the tanks, dams or other water hole* 
that have been sunk for stock drink¬ 
ing purposes. 

I’astorulists take advantage of this, 
and every evening after the cattle 
have partaken of their last drink a 
strip of wire netting is run around the 
tank or dam.

The figure stood upon two moles, n 
leg extended on each side of the har¬ 
bor. a winding staircase led to the 
top of the figure, from out of the eyes 
of which were visible the coast of 
Syria and the ships sailing on the coast 
of Egypt. The colossi were the pe 
i-uliar characteristic of eastern art 
and were of common occurrence, many 
of them being over sixty feet in 
height. The most celebrated ls the 
statue of Memnos, on tho plain of 
Thebes, described by the historian 
Strabo.

One man xx'ho had 
subscribed for a large amount of this 
stock, after getting away from the 
crowd, came back and, walking up 
to Mr. Morse, said. “I say, Mr. Morse, 
was that gold or coal stock 1 sub¬ 
scribed for?’—Moody’s Magazine.
